City human services director plans new housing initiatives

The development of a new, ‘comprehensive housing'policy 
which could make Columbus a “model for urban housing 
development in the country” is one of the innovative programs 
being pushed by city Human Services Director Khari Enaharo. 
But, this program is one of many through. which Enaharo is 
seeking to expand and coordinate the effective delivery of 
human services in Columbus, 

In an exclusive CALL & POST interview, Enaharo outlined a 
visionary agenda which will place the revamped Human Servi- 
ces Department at the forefront of local neighborhood devel- 
opment and planning.

to Enaharo. Housing costs nationwide have exploded in the 
last few years, pushing even decent rental property out of the 
reach of many families, he said. According to Enaharo, in San 
Francisco the median housing cost has risen to $1100 per 
month. “While Columbus isn't at that point yet,” Enaharo said, 

“we don't want to get to that point.” Therefore, he and Mayor 
Dana G. Rinehart are working with Columbus mortgage com- 
panies on a program to attempt to develop affordable housing 
in Columbus. 

The result of these and other meetings, and a public hearing, 

will be a “housing master plan” which will be “the basis for all 
housing development in the City of Columbus probably for the 


But housing is not the only thrust in the Departmett of 
Human Services, according to Enaharo. The Department. 
which spends $15 million per year, will also be initiating a 
master plan to coordinate the delivery of social’ services within 
Columbus. 

The city presently gives $2.5 million in Revenue Sharing dol- 
lars to social services agencies in Columbus. However, Ena- 
haro believes there is a need to develop “a more structural 
coordinating network" to improve the human services delivery 
system in the city. Enaharo’s goal is to have neighborhood 
input to determine the city's priorities and goals for funding 
human services, and decide how to meet those goals in the 
wake of federal cutbacks in many human services areas.

In this presidential! election year 
healthy attention is being focused 
on incresased citizen participation 
in the electoral process and on 
making the system work better by 
removing remaining obstactes to 
voting.

And, when we appeal these 
erroneous decisions to Columbus, they always come back echoing the 
same distortion, where the blame is always shifted from the system back 
onto the inmates. With this method, they are never wrong and we are’ 
never right.

However, it does seem reasonable to ask: How does a situation such as 
this happen? A situation such as this happens because, and only 


inatitution is viewed by tie as though It exists outside the boun- 
 Bilelae’ Of edclety; but this Therefore, the public must recog- 
nize that Lucasville exists. it exists because it Is a penal institution 
funded by the taxpayers to serve a social purpose. But, yet it seems as 
though it is treated as unworthy of reciprocal interaction, where the 
public involvement would make ail the difference in this dark worid. 

Again, understand that Lucasville exists. It exists because it is a legiti- 
mate institution that needs the same support, cooperation, and interex- 
change that exists between the public and other public institutions that 
operate at taxpayers’ expense. 

To be sure, the taxpayers ought to stop for a moment to assess what 
theif tax dollars are supporting. In this case they will come to realize that 
exacerbating conditions that keep eating up your tax dollars, while the 
exacerbation fail in producing any improvement in the product that it 
turns out, where it does not compensate the appetite of dollars spend 
annually, not to mention the special session. 

On the other hand, it stands to reason that what society is doing by 
giving longer terms is only benefiting those who build prisons; simply, 
because more cells only serve to temper the condition. For instance, the 
same fire that melts the butter will harden the egg. In other words, the 
system is creating more hatred, more hurt, more pain, more separations, 
more loneliness, more fools and more sacrificing for more tax dollars 
that will keep destroying lives instead of restoring useful productive 
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simply, because it stands to reason that if you treat a person as an 
animal, sooner or later he will act like one. 

On the whole, this writer hopes that this information is accepted in 
good faith because | believe that honesty is the best policy and truth is 
power. And to be for sure these troublesome conditions are the secret 


sores of the past Administration and not the fault of the present Director.

“Martin: Luther King made 
newspapers worth reading and 
gave preachers more to preach 
about. Watching King on TV 
was better than watching San- 
ford and Son because that 
show distorted the picture of 
the Black family and the Black 
church,” he said. 

“Our ancestors kindled a fire 
that neither the Klan nor slav- 
ery could put out,” Moss said. 
“The survival of the Black fam- 
ily gave us strength, and out of 
strength we got character. Out 
ot character we got hope and 
hope won't let us die." 


“This is the character of the 
Black family,,” he said. “Weare 
indebted to one. another and 
our families. There is no such 

“thing as a self-made person.” 


The minister andactivist 
said that in order to understand 
King, you must consider the 
King family, the Ebenezer fam- 
ily, the Atlanta family, the 
Morehouse family, the Chris- 
tian family, and the African 
family. 

“Without the family, Martin 
Luther King would not have 
been what he was. 

“Hebrews and Africans are 
indebted to one another, there- 
fore no Blacks should be anti- 
semitic,” Rev. Moss said. 


Rev. Moss said there are. 


three essential things for our 


survived: the Black: family, the 


Black. church, and the Black 
institutions of higher learning. 

“Without the Black family, 
we experience manhood and 
womanhood in a distorted way. 
You can't be a man without the 
experience of having been a 
beloved son. The reason some 
women have problems with 
their husbands is because their 
husbands weren't beloved 
sons. 

“And until you know how to 
be a beautiful sister, you can't 
be a wonderful woman,” Rev. 
Moss added. 

“We entered slavery with the 
family under attack and our 
language robbed. We took the 
broken pieces and maintained 
a family,” Moss said. “If we can 
survive slavery’s reign of terror, 
we can survive Reagan's reign 
of error.” 

Rev. Moss told of how Mary 
McLeod Bethune started with 
$1.50 and an old building near 
the city dump in order to start 
Bethune-Cookman college. 

“She got Gamble of Procter

reorganization broadened the role of the Human Services 
Department from one of primarily operating the CETA pro- 
gram, the Consumer Affairs Office, and the Youth Services 
Bureau to a “greatly expanded” role in which, according to- 
Enaharo, “we affect everybody's life in this community, one 
way or another." Functionally, the department has the respon- 
sibility to oversee or participate in all decisions affecting the 
various neighborhoods in the city, in all decisions affecting the 
various neighborhoods in the city, whether in code enforce- 
ment, street lighting, cultural arts, or neighborhood develop- 
ment. Enaharo believes that creation of the new department 
has moved the city from “an uncoordinated human services
